Troops Absolutely Necessary . 
WASHINGTON, April 25.—Secretary Whit- 
ney sent the following telegram to-day to 
Admiral Jouett at Aspinwall: ‘*While 
deprecating an unnessary interference, 
you will exercise your best judgment 
from time to time, after consultation 
with the American Consul and others. 
The general scope of your duties has been 
heretofore sufficiently defined, and to what — 
extent military interference is necessary 
from time to time to carry out former in- 
structions, you must necessarily be the 
judge, always keeping in mind that ne- 
cessity is regretted here.”

The Story Told by the Capiain of “A 
Paclfic Mail Steamer. 

San(\Francisco, Avril 25.—The facts re- 
lating to the trouble experienced from the 
Salvadorean and Costa’ Rican authorities 
by Captain Connolly, of the steamer 
Granada, which arrived here Wednesday 
last, have just been made public.

This 
came to the knowledge of the Salvadorean 
authorities, who detainsd the Granada at 
La Libertad, andinformed the Captain he 
had violated the neutrality laws by car- 
rying war material to Honduras, as it was 
claimed the money belonged to the Guat- 
emalan government, which was sending 
it to the government of Honduras. An 
attempt to compel the delivery of the 
money, men and boat failed, and the 
steamer safely departed.

‘*The Russians at the Gates of Herat,’’ 
just»peblished by the Scribners, ap- 
pears some pertinent and probably very 
reliable; information concerning the 
same portion of Central Asia, where 
Russia and Eugiaud are now disputing 
the question of the boundary between 
the¢Russian Empire and Afghanistan. 
The author of this work is Charles 
Marvin, who is cal.ed ‘the best in- 
formed man in England on the questiou 
at issue’’ between the two great rival 
nations. He is a Briton, but it is 
claimed that he takes care in his book 
to be fair to the Russians. His 
small volume. written in the short 
space of eight days, concisely and 
clearly covers the events of the last tea 
‘years in Central Asia, and gives the 
reader a good understanding of the 
Russian movement towards India. 
What is the object of this movement? 
Do the Russians wish to possess India, 
or to dispossess the English of their au- 
thority there? Very soon we obtain a 
definite answer to this all-important 
question. The Russians are bent on 
securing an ovtlet tothe Mediterranean. 
England is the great opponent of Rus- 
sian dévelopment in that direction. 
Russia proposes to threaten England in 
India until England yields to Russia the 
right of free passage through the Dar- 
danelles. Thatisthe whole story. It 
is an irrepressible conflict, destined to 
go on for whatever length of time the 
great northern empire shall be denied 
free access to the Mediterranean. Jn 
his first chapter Marvin tells us: 


There are two Russian movements in 
the direction of India. One originated at 
‘Orenburg, and had for its objective Cabul. 
Commencing before the Crimean war it 
rapidly deveioped itself afterward, and 
engulfed in succession the Kirghez tribes. 
and the kkanates of Khokand, Bokhara 
and Khiva. Practically speaking, this 
movement ceased shortly before the last 
Turkish war, and has not been continued 
since. The iaterest in Turkestan for the 
moment, therefore, being purely histor- 
ical, we may exclude an account of the

The second: movement was from the 
Caspian, and had for its objective 
Herat, and is thus described:

We are still look- 
ing for the aforesaid I. S., but it is 
summer else. (Say, now, don’t kick. 
This is very far from being a no-pan 
winter.) Instead of growing better, the 
weather grew worse; and even up to the 
present writing the doctors see

Well, if it would only get up and die, 
I don’t know of any mourners. 

We struck Coolidge at 3 p. m., the 
end of the first division, and the biggest 
metropolis in the whole 136 miles from 
Albuquerque. It probably contains 
about 100 people. Here my heart was 
gladdened by an armful of mail—prac- 
tically the first I had seen since leaving 
Santa Fé a month before. 

We struck Ohio friends here, and had 
a good time. Brother Phillips, who had 
left me at Grant’s, had also debarked 
here, and jumped the train again before 
I left. 

Lockard and I didn’t get started till 
10:20, Monday morning, on account of 
delays in breakfast, and then scuffed up 
the snow in hvely sty'e westward—de- 
clining the offer of a elever railroader 
to carry us on to Winslow, 150 miles 
ahead. Reached Wingute at 1:15, after 
a quick walk, and decided to go over to 
the fort, three miles distant, as I had a 
letter of introduction to a young fellow 
there. May good luck always pursue 
that fort—and never overtake it! It cost 
me a solid half day, at atime when half 
days are valuable and mighty cold, and 
was about as poor a bargain as I ever 
made. Nothing was going on there, 
and the only result of the trip was a 
disappointment—the discovery that I 
couidu’t go down to Zubd:. That most 
interesting of all Pueblo towns lay 45 
miles distant across the mountains, and 
the only road three feet deep in snow. 

FORT WINGATE 
—nore like Lose-gate it was to me—is a 
little settlement by itself up on the hill- 
side where there ure abundant springs. 
Water is carried into all the buildings 
by pipes, and things in general are 
equally comfortable. The tort has its 
own postofiice, store, tailor ani cobbler 
shops, etc. Eight companies of soldiers 
are stationed there, and a dull time they 
have of it—except the many who pass 
away their time in gambling and getting 
drunk on beer under Uncle Sam’s com. 
plaisart nose. The. officers, such as I 
saw, seemed rather of the dude stripe, 
and I fancy would a good deal sooner 
fight the tiger than the Navajoes. There 
are several Indian bummers who hang 
about the fort to drink and gamble, but 
they arc poor specimens of their warlike 
tribe. Staid around the fort a few hours, 
getting a little poor provender at an ex- 
orbitant price, and then waddled off 
down the muddy road toward the sta- 
tion. Found a clever operator there— 
as at nearly all such places—and passed 
& cosy evening, in the course of which 
we enjoyed a cal! on the boys of the U.

The mail is carried 
on horses from Ft. Wingate to Durango.

It does indeed recall the garden at 
Manitou, being of the same radiant hue 
and much the same formation, but is on 
a vastly more stupendous scale, though 
less grotesque in architecture. For fifty 
miles the red, rocky wall runs on, usu- 
ally paralle] with the track, and one to 
three miles from it, -in picturesque. 
broken, ever-varying bluffs, 500 to 800 
feet in height. Their usual form is that 
of rectangular or square blocks, hun- 
dreds of feet in each dimension, and 
fronting toward the track almost as reg- 
ularly as a row of business buildings. 
A few, particularly at the eastern end, 
are eroded into terraced casties; and 
others have assumed more strange and 
irregular shapes. But the finest freaks 
of this strange gallery are a short. dis- 
tance west of Wingate. From the fort 
itself one notes two small, peculiar, twin 
pinnacles, rising above an intervening 
ridge. As one walks on down the track 
from the station, the baffling ridge 
slowly fades away, and soon one stands: 
in wonder before that strange piece of 
nature’s architecture— 

NAVAJOE CHURCH.”’ 

Back half a mile from the dress 
parade of red-coated giants it stands— 
a vast cathedral hewn aptly from the 
solid rock by Time’s patient hand. You 
see it all there; the vast bulk of nave 
and of pillar, arch and dome; 
while in the middle front, exactly as 
human art could have placed it, soars 
aloft the dizzy tower with its slender 
pinnacles.

He has learned that on the day of the 
great eruption startling subterranean 
noises resembliag the rolling of dis- 
tant thunder was heard in Caiman- 
Brac, a small island of the Carribean 
Sea, near the antipodes of the volcano 
of Sunda Strait. These sounds cannot 
readily be attributed to any neighbor- 
ing volcanic disturbance, an, Dr. 
Forel is forced to infer that they may 
have been propagated through the en- 
tire diameter of the earth. To test 
this bold hypothesis, inquiries are to 
be made concerning the exact hour at 
which the detonations were heard in 
Caiman-Brac. 


From an examination of several 
skulls found in North and South 
America, and believed to have be- 
longed to inhabitants living before the 
glacial period, Dr. Kollmann concludes 
that the races of that ancient epoch 
are those of to-day, the same cranial 
and facial forms being found, in spite 
of lapse of time and change of ‘euvi- 
ronment. 


Malaria Altitudes. — While malaria 
belougs chiefly :o low-lying districts, 
it may, under favorable conditions, ex- 
ist at great elevations. Ona the Tuscan 
Apennines it is found at a height of 
1100 feet above sea level, on the Py- 
renees and Mexican Curfalleras, 5000 
feet; on the Himalayas, 6400 feet; on 
the island of Ceylon, 6500 feet; and 
on the Andes, 11,000 feet. Under 
ordinary circumstances, however, a 
certain moderate altitude affords im- 
munity from malaria. The elevation 
of entire security is not positively 
known, but it has been approximated 
as follows: in Italy, 400 to 500 feet: 
in California, 1000 feet; in the Ap- 
palachian chain of the United States, 
3000 feet; in the West Indies, 1400 to 
1800 feet; in India, 2000 feet. In 
any of these regions malaria may drift 
up ravinez to an indefinite height. 

A remarkable property of the ice- 
plant, botunically known as mesem- 
bryanthemum crystalinum, is its, absorp- 
tion of salt, a fluid exuded by its 
leaves having been found to contain 
about 33 per cent. of sea salt. For 
this reason it is suggested that the 
plant may be advantageously grown 
on lands made unproductive by an ex- 
cess of-salt.

HOW TO DESTROY THE GRAPE MOTH. 


A Novel Fruit Dryer—soll for Strawber. 
ries—Breeding Young Sows— 
Farm Notes, Ete, 


Farm Boundaries. 
Prairie Farmer.} 


When a farm is bounded “along,” 


the boundary line follows the center of 
the road or highway, and mnless an 
intention to exclude the road, or con- 


boundary will always be the center of 
the road. Upon discontinuance or 


road may become an important matter. 

This is especially so in the of city 

and village streets, where substanti- 

ally the same law prevails. A farm 

bounded by an ordinary river or creek 

includes the land under water as fur 

as the middle of the stream. Hence 

it is that when a person wishes to ob- 

tain control of a pond, or other body of 

water, he buys so many acres 

of land bounded so-and-so, and 
“covered by water.”’ If the farm lies 
along a navigable water of the United 
States, like the Missisippi river, or 

upon one of the great lakes, or on the 
sea shore, it will extend only to low 
water mark. Where an island gradu- 
ally rises in the center of a stream, 
one-half of it belongs to the owner of 
each bank. \If a m.n loses his farm 
by the gradual washing away of the 
soil, he has no remedy except to move 
eisewhere, and if it is increased by 
washings from other farms, he has 
only to thank Providence for his in- 
creased acres. If, however, a stream, 
by sudden changes, cuts a new chan- 
nel for itself, the center of the old 
channel will still continue to be the 
boundary line between the farms of 
Opposite banks. 


Effect of Light on Milk, 

An authority on the subj-ct declares 
that direct suvlight very soon spoils 
milk or cream by premature souring 
and decomposition. The effect of indi- 
reet or reflected light has been but 
little observed. It, nevertheless, ex- 
erts an active influence, not only upon 
milk and cream, but upon butter and 
cheese while curing. The general 
effect of light upon cream 1s to hasten 
the action of the lactic yeast, and after 
that to hurry up putrefaction, and 
these changes are occasioned by the 
influence of reflected light the same as 
direct light, only in a feebler degree. 
The first effect, however, of a small 
quantity of reflected light—a quantity 
that would enable one with good eyes 
to read ordinary print—is to heigbten 
the color of cream during an exposure 
of thirty six hours to forty-eight 
hoars. As soon as the quantity of 
light allowed to fall upon the milk is 
increased beyond the small amount 

named, its influesce is soon manifest 

upon the cream, Causing it to become 

sour and stale, lose color and flavor; 

and, if the light is strong, its surface 
1s soon covered with mold and pim- 

ples, when the milk standing in a 

shaded position will be all right. The 

conclusion 1s that tov much light is 

Often the cause of faulty butter, and 

even butter will fade if exposed to 

the light, though it be in brine. 


A Farmer’s Fruit-Dryer. 
Tribune and Farmer | 

Suppose a small octagonal building, 
not over six or seven feet across, and 
of a convenient hight. In the center, 
on the fluor, acommon box stove vi @ 
cook stove would answer. Over this, 
on a frame support, best made of a 
bar of iron, set an octagon shaft to 
turn in a socket. Into this shaft have 
a proper number of arms mortised, 
reacbing outward horizontally. On 
these arms stretch some cheap cloth, 
or other suitable material, for shelves 
for the fruit. On one or more sides a 
series of sliding windows may be ar- 
ranged, at which the operator or Oper- 
ators can stand, outside, and arrange 
the fruit, the shaft being revolved for 
that purpose. Other requirements can 
easily ve imagined. I believe that for 
$20 or $30 an evaporator can be built 
on the samé plan that would be: just 
a3 good and far cheaper than most of 
the costly concerns in use, and any 
carpenter with brains can build it. 


Destroying the Grape Moth. 
Fresn » Expositor.] 

The moths are now out and ready 
for business, and it behooves the vine 
and fruit growers to be on the alert for 
them and capture and destroy as many 
of them as possible. Every moth de- 
stroyed now is equivalent to the de- 
‘Struction of fully 250 caterpiliars, as 
they are beginning to deposit their 
eggs. The grape or giant moths can 
be captured and destroyed during the 
daytime, when they are hiding away 
in the foliage of trees and vines, and 
especially in poplar and cottonwood 
trees. They can be easily found and 
knocked from their hiding places with 
a stick and killed. The smalier moths 
can be destroyed by placing lighted 


kerosene oil. The vine and fruit 
growers have no duty at thistime more 
important than the destruction of in 
sect pests. They have not yet done 
any damage to this year’s fruit crop, 
and if they are killed now they can- 
not do any harm hereafter. Robert 
Barton, of the Barton vineyard, now 
has men at work destroying moths, 
and every other fruit and grape raiser 
should emulate his example. 


To Have Good Cows. 

In order to have cows that will pro- 
duce three hundred pounds of butter a 
year the standard must be raised about 
two hundred per cent. If the pour 
stock were all weeded out until only 
the three-hundred-pound butter pro- 
ducers were left, the country would 
more than double its yield. So it 
seems the Western man’s estimate was 
not so wild, and that it was not far 
from truth to say that one-third of the 
cows support themselves and the other 
two-thirds besides. If the other two 
cows were killed, the countzy would 
save their keep and care, and turn the 
value of it into money with the pro- 
duct of the one cow surviving —a clear 
gain. If it requires five acres per yeur 
to support one cow, this weeding out 
would at once enable the country to 
treble its productive area in dairy 
lands.

Breeding Young Sows. 

In treating upon the breeding of 
young sows, the Swine Breeders Man- 
ual says: ‘“‘ As a rule, young sows 
should not be bred at an earlier age 
than 8 or 10 months. They will have 
their first litters when they are 12 or 
14 months old. This general rule is 
subject to numerous variations, and 
tof obvious reasons. 

‘Many sows are bred when they are 
quite young because their owners have 
not the paiience to wait until they are 
better grown. Besides, it is trouble- 
some to keep open sows safe from the 
boar when they are in season. Those, 
however, “f the smaller and earlier 


disadvantage, be allowed to breed 
when younger than others. 

‘‘Usually large or coarse sows are 
sometimes bred at an early age with a 
view of their becoming finer in form 
as they approach maturity. But with 
this fineness there is apt to be an im- 
paired constitution in the sow anda 
lack of strength and vigor in the pigs. 
“It is thcught by some that the 
earlier young sows are bred the better 
milkers they will become. Close ob- 
servation, however, leads to the belief 
that no practical good is secured by 
such a course of management. Early 
breeding can never bring such marked 
improvement in the milking qualities 
of sows ascan be secured by careful 
selection and proper feeding when 
young. Adopting the latter course 
we are in line for improvement in 
other directions, while by the former 
method serious injury 1s often done 
the young sows. breeding ata very 
young age certainly retards their 
growth, aud it is doubtful if they ever 
afterwards reach the size they would 
otherwise attaia.”: | 


The Soil for Strawberries. 
Reading (Pa.) News.) 

In the absence of manure perhaps 
the next best fertilizer for steawberries 
is @ compost made tu imitate it as 
much as possible. Swamp muck, de- 
cayed leaves from the woods and siggie. 
pasis of it. To this may Be bdaea one- 
tenth part of fine bone and a fourth 
part of wood ashes. These should all 
be well mixed, moistened and put into 
a heap and fermented for a few weeks 
and then spread over the beds at the 
rate of a ton tothe acre. This would 
contain abouts much fertilizing mat- 
ter as ten tons of manure. Strawber- 
ries love a cool, moist soil, and on this 
account swamp much, or some other 
organic macter 1s necessary. Fine 
chemical manures alune will not do. 


_ The Sweet Potato. 

~The sweet potato will grow in al- 
most any character of soil if it is well 
prepared and cultivated; it doés best, 
however, in a sandy loam. Ground 
intended to be planted in sweet pota- 
toes should be thoroughly plowed in 
the fail; in spring it should be thrown 
up in ridges three feet apart; at plant- 
ing time these ridges should be re- 
versed and planted with slips fifteen 
inches apart.

THE KEGISTRY BROOM, 
whose former 6x12 feet outside the rail- 
ing was ridiculously inadequate for the 
accommodation of the crowds that daily 
jammed it, has been more than doubled 


in available space outside the railing. 


Writing tables and chairs have also been 
added, and improved arrangements 
make the room far better lighted than 
formerly. 
THE DELIVERY BOOM, 
through whose three general—delivery 
windows 2500 people are daily getting 
their mail, bas also been transwogrified 
from a dingy, pent-up and inadequate 
hole, to a respectable and convenient 
room, Its size has been doubled, and 
its availability increased ten-fold. The 
clumsy old upright cases, inadequately 
arranged, have been “‘fired,’’ and two 
large sloping racks, each containing 
264 sub-divisions of the alphabet, one 
running from Ato M, and the other 
from M to Z, take their places. Under 
the old arrangement each compartment 
of the cases was obliged to hold an 
enormous quantity of letters, over 
which the delivery clerk must run at 
every call for mail under that letter. 
Now the more extensive sub-division 
gives him but a few lettérs to haudle in 
looking for any onename. The result 
is that an applicant now receives bis 
mail in less than half the time formerly 
required; and the long line of waiters 
melts away rapidly. The cases for 
papers are similarly improved. 
THE POSTMASTER’S OFFICE. 
Formerly the posmaster’s ‘‘private 


office’ consisted of a table and chair in 


‘the’ mails 


the corner of the large room where all 
are handled. People came 
in tosee the postmaster, wandered at 
their own sweet will through the vari- 
ous departments, helped themselves to 
their mail, and ran over things in gen- 
eral. This has suddenly ceased. Mr. 
Green wouldn’t have itthat way. He 
had an office for himself partitioned off 
from the main room, and the partition 
means business. No one is allowed tu 


' pass beyond without authority. Through 


its windows the postmaster can see the 
workings of the force within, unmolested 
by the noise of their operations. 

Under the old regime the postage 
stamps used to lie around in dusty con- 
fusion on top of desks, under tables, or 
wherever it chanced, without arrange- 
ment, convenience or safety. When Mr. 
Green took charge of the office, that 
sort of thing had to go. If you wish to 
see how he keeps his stawps, he will 
open the doors of the big safe and show 
on one side the pile of unbroken pack- 
ages, each containing 500 sheets or 50,- 
000 stamps. In a chest of drawers 
fitted into the next compartment of the 
safe ure kept the loose sheets, each de 
nomination having -a drawer to itself. 
There are 300,000 two-cent stamps in 
that safe, with a prbper proportion of 
one, four, five, ten, thirty and ninety 
centers. The sales of stamps on the 
day-of the Times reporter’s investiga- 
tions were $189.50—probably in the 
neighborhood ot 10,000 stamps. 

The extensive improvements which 
have reached every other branch of the 
postofiice cau best be described by fol- 
lowing in turn the 

PROCESSES OF THE MAILS, 
successively as to their reception and 
distribution arriving, and their arrange- 
ment departing. 

Upon the arrival of the mail-wagon 
from the train, the enormous pile of 
sacks and pouches is heaped upon a 
‘push-car at the end of a little passage 
opening on First street, and run alonga 
tramway into the main room of the post- 
office, where the two ‘‘separators’’ seize 
and open the pouches. The work of 
separating an incoming mail is divided 
into two departments. 

SEPARATION. | 
The mail to be distributed by carriers 


- ig separated by E. E. Nichols, a light- 


ning worker. The bushels of letters 
are thrown on atable before him, and 
are by him jerked singly into the eight 


- compartments representing the eight 


carriers. The tremendous strain of 
memory required in thus sorting out 
correctly and without an instant’s hes- 
itation the mail tor the whole carrier 


- delivery can be surmised. Mr. Nichols 
separates, on an average, 2100 to 2300 


_letters per day. 

Next him is Captain W. H. Carr, who" 
separates the rest of the mail, and 
whose table is also divided into eight 
compartments—each represeuting two 
sections of postoffice boxes under the 
charge of a distributing clerk. An idea 


- of the complexity of Captain -Carr’s 


work may be gathered from tie fact 
that he separates daily from 4500 to 
4800 letters. These letters are to go 
into sixteen sections, comprising 1500 
boxes, each box receiving the wail of 
several people—sometimes as many as 
ten of them. The whole number of cus- 
tomers served by the 1500 boxes is over 
4100. He has no time to puzzle or de- 
liberate, but fingers and brain must 
move on like clockwork, throwing each 
letter into the compartment whence it 
can reach its proper box. Separation 
accomplished by Captain Carr, 
DISTRIBUTION 
comes next in ordér. The eight dis- 
tributing clerks (of whom the Captain 
then takes his place as one) takes each 
the pile of mail from his proper com- 
partment at tie separating table, and 
distributes it through the aoaes in his 
two sections. 
The separation of iciioenash is done 
by A. L. Whitney, at an improved rack 
built to Mr. Green’s order. The work 
is laborious and extensive, but is well 


atterided to. 


The duties of preparing the 
MAILS FOR DEPARTURE 

devolve upon Walter Mallard, mailing 
and cancellation clerk and poucher. 
Letters are dropped by the public into 
four large mailing baskets, subdividing 
the mail into North, East, South and 
local. Papers go into two backets un- 
divided. Mr. Mallard cancels the stamps 
of the enormous quantity of out-bound 
mail, and then proceeds with it to the 
pouching rack. Pouching was formerly 
done at a ridiculous old table, utterly 
inadequate and inconvenient. Mr. 
Green has had built a fine pouching | Co 
rack, a table which can be lowered out 
of the way, surrounded on three sides 
by a frame-work of subdivisions. Hach 
subdivision is lined with hooks, on 

ich can be hung open mail pouches, 
The-entire rack accommodates thirty- 
six pouches at a time. This number is 
subdivided as follows, according to des- 


tination: Thirteen local mails, two for 
San Franciseo, two North No. 1, twa 
North No. 2, one Arizona, one Eastern 
No. 1, four Eastern States. Of the 
Eastern mails, one is made up as jar as 
Colton, one includes Arizona and New 
Mexico, and the rest cover all other 
Eastern States. Into the open pouches 
thus suspended before him Mr. Mal- 
lard chucks the mai] matter which is to 
go out.

MAGNITUDE OF THE BUSINESS. 
Very fev outsiders realize the great 
proportions to which the business of the 
Lus Angeles postoffice has grown.

day; papers. despatched, five to nine 
sacks per day; letters received, 6000 to 
7000 per day; papers received, about 
ten sacks per day. Of this great quan- 
tity of mail received, about one-fifth is 
delivered through the general delivery; 
two fifths by carriers; and two-fifths 
through the boxes. 
A THOROUGH SYSTEM. 

From previous chaos to a regime of 
strict discipline and exact system was a 
long step and a hard one. The force, 
accustomed to irresponsible and irreg- 
ular methods, bus found it hard to get 
into the traces. The public, formerly 
unchecked by proper business regula- 
tions, grumbles sometimes at the sudden 
enforcement of business principles, But 
both classes are coming around. The 
whole office is under one man, as it 
must be to succeed; and its departments 
are so allotted by thorough system that 
the work is better done and there can be 
no shifting of responsibility. When a 
mistake of any sort is now made the 
Postmaster knows exactly who made it, 
and can cal] the delinquent to account. 
Every department has been set on a war 
tootlng, and every adjunct of the ser- 
vice has been improved. All these 
improvements, by the way, have been 
paid for out,of Mr. Green’s own pocket. 
The appropriations for every branch of 
the office are inadequate; and as he 
does not purpose to have the service 
suffer, he foots the shortage. He is 
now paying the salaries of two clerks, 


hours per day. 

In his report to the Department at 
Washington, Mr. Green shows, among 
other things, that the city has grown 
too large to be efficiently covered by the 
present force of carriers; that 500 more 
boxes could be rented profitably and 
should be put in; that the allowance 
for clerk-hire and gas are entirely in- 
sufficient, and that a separate clerk is 
needed to attend to dead and advertised 
lettefs, and‘ the forwarding of mail to 
parties whose requests therefor pour in 
in great numbers daily. He also re- 
quests a thorough ip vestigation of the 
office by the best — of the De- 
partment.

of the State to the public sciools. He 
showed how comprehensive is the field 
of 
complex the laws that govern us, and 
how impossible for the common sc. ool 


to cover the whole ground of practical 
education, and the development.of the 
faculties of the human individual. 
**Public education is education under 
the control of the State. Dov not miss 
take the word. By the State I do not 
mean simply a power which for 
us centers at Sacramento, but the 
authority that comes from the ex- 
pression of the sovereign will 
of this country through any channel 
constitutionally and legally appointed 
for it. Whatis the vare over the train- 
ing of the young that the State should 
exercise, that it has uny justification to 
assume? Just this: The perpetuation 
of the State as an organized body rests 
entirely on the training of those who 


interested ,in their being good citizens, 
and need offer no excuse nor apology 
when it undertakes to wake them so. 
A good citizen should be strong and 
able-bodied, well informed and irtelli- 
gent, industrious ‘and honest. If pa- 
rental effort or private enterprice or 
public opinion as influencing individ- 
ual exertion were sufficient to insure 
all these qualities in every citizen, pub- 
lic schools of any sort would be entirely 
unnecessary. In those departments, 


‘and those only, in which these are jn- 


sufficient the State must take up 


the work. The care for the 
health and physical development 
is ordinarily attended to in a 


tolerable way, without attention throagh 
a public department. * * * The 
needs of the body have strength to as- 
sert themselves; but the claim of the 
young mind for a chance to grow is 
easily neglected. So great is the dan- 
ger, and so important is the need for 
special attention, that the State long 
since assumed the work of muking its 
citizens well-informed, and as intelli- 
gent as maybe. No reason has been 
given, nor can be given, why it should 
cease from its labor. In all relations of 
one citizen to his fellows, the State bas 
a Vital interest, and in su far as schools 
are able, they should inculcate lessons 
of truth, of poner and uprightness,’’ 

“To summarize the 
whoie discussion: Our present 
system of education is _ practical 
and occupies just the field that 
reasou and experience concur in pdint- 
ing out as the field for education. The 
work of our present schools is practical 
—blemishes that may be disclosed are 
due to failures in performance and not 
to mistaken aims. Those who demand 
a reconstruction of the system on the 
ground of practicalness, utility, econo- 
my, or what not, are but the fault- 
finders who keep repeating the jargon 
with which educators have been as- 
sailed since the earliest times. Was 
not Socrates accused and condemned 
for corrupting the youth? Within re- 
cent weeks we have had our attention 
called to the same charge made against 


‘‘The educational system of 
our State is nobly planned. With 
sufficient primary and grammar schools 
for the foundation and a hard-working 
University forthe tower. If any fault 
is to be found it is that a constitution 
begotten in ill temper has left the dan- 
ger of a gap between, with neither 
ladder nor staircase. The hope of our 
country is our coming citizens. Their 
training is largely in our hands. Con- 
scious of the responsibility, if we are 
sure of our,road we need not be despair- 
ing. Honest purpose and patient effort 
will correct all impertections.’’
